It is extremely important 
that all arrangements left in the hands 
of the class executives be attended to as 
soon as possible in order that the teams 
may have all possible opportunity of pre- 
paring their subject.

The following notification has been re- 
ceived from the Senate of the University 
of Calcutta regarding the appointment 
of a lecturer for the Stephanos Nirmal- 
endu Ghosh Lectures and may prove to 
be of interest in local educational circles. 

"The Senate of the Calcutta Univers- 
ity will proceed in the month of July, 
1923 to appoint a lecturer for the Step- 
hanos Nirmalcndu Gnosh Lectures en- 
dowed for a course of lectures on Com- 
parative Religion, to be delivered at the 
University. 

"The honorarium of the Lecturer will 
be Rs. 9,000 and he will be required to 
deliver his lectures in English not more 
than twice a week. The course is ex- 
pected to consist of eight lectures. The 
Lecturer will have to deliver to the Uni- 
versity a complete copy of his lectures 
within a month after their delivery. In 
dealing with the subjects of his lectures, 
the Lecturer should endeavor to show 
that the highest ideal for man lies in love 
and service to his fellow-men according 
to the essence of the teaching and life 
of Christ and that life lived under the 
guidance of this ideal constitutes the 
highest advancement of human person- 
ality, the acceptance of a particular creed 
or dogma being of subordinate import- 
ance. 

"The lectures are. to be delivered dur- 
ing the cold weather of the session 1923- 
24. The copyright in the lectures will 
belong to the University. 

"Applications from candidates for the 
Lectureship should reach the Registrar 
of the University not later than the 30th 
June, 1923, and should be supported by: 
"(1) A brief syllabus indicating the 
scope of the lectures proposed to be de- 
livered ; 

"(2) A statement of the original work 
or investigation in Conservative Religion 
which a candidate may have done.

Committee for the Province of Quebec 
has extended the time for htc acceptance 
of applications for the Rhodes Scholar 
ship until the eleventh of his month 
This action, no doubt, is due to the lack 
of candidates for this much treasured 
scholarship, which is offered annually to 
students in this province. 

In former years the selection of can 
didates was done by the various uni 
versitics, who were empowered to select 
Rhodes Scholar from among their own 
tudents. This is now centralized to 
one committee in each province, and 
every' candidate must make application 
to the committee in his province. 

The Rhodes Scholarship is offered an- 
nually in the Province of Quebec, and is 
tenable at Oxford University for three 
cars. It has a value of three hundred

The Science rugby team yesterday de- 
feated the Arts- Law aggregation by 
the score of 6 to 0, and in consequence 
captured the inter-faculty championship. 

The captains of the teams, which were 
both undefeated, met before the game 
and it was decided that the game would 
conclude the series. As a result Sci- 
ence has secured the honors in the inter- 
faculty football league. 

Because of the late hour the quarters 
were reduced to ten minutes each. The 
Science men, on the whole, were heavier 
and their bucks were very often yard 
gainers. They also had the ball often- 
er than their opponents. Arts-Law 
were more successful in their end runs 
than in their bucks. On the whole, 
however, the teams were evenly matched 
and no side had much advantage in 
breaks, fumbles being few. 
Mace, Cope, Whitall and Dingman, for, 
ic winners, appeared to advantage, and 
taged some very effective plays. Whit- 
all especially was a tower of strength to 
his team. Falconer, Bell, Gardner and 
Bronson, for Arts-Law, were outstand- 
ing. Falconer was a consistent ground- 
gainer, and his kicking was very good. 
Bell, on the half line, was also very ef- 
fective. A detailed account of the 
game follows:

The elections were held yesterday, the 
polls bein gopen from 9 a.m. to 5 p. m 
Some striking facts are shown by the 
numbers of votes cast. The entire 
number of votes cast amounted to 384 
This is approximately half of the names 
on the list. According to years the 
Freshmen ■ made the poorest showing, 
casting only three votes. Second, third 
and fourth years cast the largest per 
centagc of votes. In third year all but 
eight votes were cast. 

The small showing made by first year 
may probably be explained by the fact 
that first year men usually are ignorant 
of the importance of the representatives 
on the U&ion House Committee. 



The death of Mr. R. B. Angus, which 
occurred recently, is ths cause of deep 
regret over the whole Dominion. No- 
where is the feeling more intense than at 
McGill. Mr. Angus had long been a 
generous donor and a timely advisor. 

The following resolution, passed at a 
meeting of the Board of Governors held 
on October 27th, gives some idea of the 
high esteem in which Mr. Angus was 
held by his associates: 

"Resolved, That the Governors of Mc- 
Gill University record their profound 
sorrow and deep sense of loss in the 
death of Richard Blaciworth Angus, 

ilued member *jf the Board of Govern- 
ors for the past twenty-five years. In 
his passing they mourn one who cotn- 
ined in his character and his career 
the best traditions of his naticc heath, 
his race and his adopted country. He 
was distinctly and thoroughly Canadian 
in his patriotic devotion to the advance- 
ment and ideals of this new Dominion, 
and to his deep love for our land and 
its institutions he brought the rugged 
tonesty and integrity and industry of the 
Scot combined with the Scot's warmth 
of human understanding and human sym- 
pathy. He was a great Canadian, but 
he was also a great Empire-builder whose 
vision, nurtured in his youth among 
Scottish glens and mists and hills, looked 
ever onward and afar, whose achieve- 
ments were in keening with his dreams 
In addition to his rich business endow- 
ment, he deeply and earnestly appréciât 
cd the human side of the problems of 
life. And as a result he gave more to 
the world than he took from it, for he 
gave unsparingly of himself. His gifts 
to McGill, and to the hospitals connected 
with it, were frequent and generous and 
timely. His associates >- cm cmber wh> 
gladness his helping hand, ever extended 
towards the willing or the weak, and ever 
ready to guide sincere endeavor over 
his steadfast belief in duty, his keen re- 
spect for every service well performed, 
hard and troubled places ; they remember 
his kindly charity for every faithful fail- 
ure, his honest pride tempered always

One of tlie regular weekly visits to 
local plants was made yesterday after 
noon, when the Commerce seniors in 
spected thc wash-house and the general 
goods factory of the Canadian Consoli 
dated Rubber Company. 

The vjsitors were divided into several 
groups of about ten men, and each group 
under a demonstrator was shown how 
ilic rub!,er was washed, blended and 
manufactured into various familiar ar 
tides. 

When the raw material comes in from 
thc plantations of Mexico, Ceylon and 
South America, it is placed in vats and 
softened with very hot water. It is 
then sent upstairs, where it is sheeted, 
and sent downstairs again to be washed. 
During the process of washing the rubber 
is passed through a roller several times 
to break up thc bark in it. It is then 
sent upstairs again to a drying room, 
where it is left for about three weeks 
at a temperature of 100 to 110 degrees 
When thorough* dry, thc rubber i 
cleaned and batched according ti 
formula. This batching is determined 
by weight. The various batches are 
then passed through heavy rollers for 
about ten minutes, until the rubber is 
fully and evenly blended. The rubber 
is then taken off in sheets, stenciled ac- 
cording to composition, and shipped to thc 
fourteen Canadian factories of the Con 
solidation. Five of these factories are 
situated in Montreal. 

The visitors then proceeded to the mill 
house, or general goods factory, which 
is immensely large; and which turns out 
an immense number of products. 

Starting with the compounding room, 
where the several ingredients of manu 
factured rubber, such as zinc, oxide, 
sulphur, resin, read lead, tar and oil, 
etc, arc compounded. 

Thc rubber is then rolled again and 
sent on to the different departments, 
such as thc belting department, the drug 
sundries department, and thc tubing de- 
partment. The products of these de- 
partments include rubber hose, door- 
mats, tobacco pouches hot water bottles, 
rubber bulbs for cameras and syringes, 
tank floats, rubber gloves, fruit-jar 
rings, football bladders, electric tapes, 
rublicr heels and soles, hockey pucks, 
force pumps, rubber sa'tches, rubber 
capes, and heavy rubber tubings. 

The plant is situated next to the river 
and to thc railway, thus possessing great 
facilities for shipping. 

Owing to the size of the general goods 
factory, the shortness of time did not 
permit any inspection of the other Mont- 
real factories of thc Consolidation; but 
it is hoped that an opportunity will be 
found some time this year to visit them, 
you the status of Thrace.

CANADIAN AUTHORS 



All who arc interested in books and 
m the literature of our own country 
are aware that the second annual 
Canadian Authors' Book Week is now 
wining its course. Canadian authors, 
meeting in solemn conclave, have de- 
cided that it will be to the interest of 
Canadian literature— and incidently of 
themselves — to inaugurate another 
drive to boost the home product. The 
co-operation of the booksellers has 
been secured. Prizes have been offcr- 
;d for the best window display featur- 
ing the books of Canadian writers. 
In their advertisements the publishers 
and bookstores arc urging us to "give 
Canadian books this Christmas" and 
to "support home literature". The 
newspapers and libraries have rallied 
nobly to the cause, and it looks U y 
a "boost-Canadian-literature" caa» 
paign under efficient business organ 
ization will go over the top with con- 
siderable pep. 

We arc all in sympathy with the 
aims of the Canadian Authors' Asso 
ciation; we all wish to encourage Can 
adian genius, and arc hoping for : 
dominion wide literary renascence. 
But it is open to doubt whether the 
systematic commercial boosting of 
Canadian books, such as is being car 
I'ied on this week, will be of any 
value in stimulating the growth of our 
country's art or in fostering a great 
literature. The public is reproached 
for not buying Canadian books, but 
it is unreasonable to expect anyone to 
read a book merely because it is the 
work of a Canadian author, when, as 
has so far most often been the case 
it is not so good as the work of Eng- 
lish or American writers. Public 
neglect of Canadian hooks is due for 
the most part to their inferiority. 
After all it is not so much Canadian 
books that wc wish to sec the public 
buy, as good books. 

When a Canadian author possessed 
of imagination and ability does ap- 
pear he docs not have to beg for re- 
cognition. The nonsense travels of 
"\ Stephen Lcacock, the Wonder Talcs 
) of Cyrus Macmillan, the work of 
Ralph Connor and the late Majoric 
Pickthall do not stand in need of pro- 
paganda. 

' You cannot grow authors in hot- 
houses like prize tomatoes, and in any 
case there is no ne.ed _t.o be so im- 
patient. A very young country like 
Canada need not be ashamed of p?s 
sqssing next to no literature of her 
own. What wc would like to sec is a 
campaign to encourage people to buy 
good Canadian books, and another to 
break the stranglehold that American 
publishing house 1 ; exert upon this 
country. That would dp far more to 
"ostcr a real Canadian Literature than 
the present ridiculous "splurge" 



femininity becomes a man-hater na- 
turally enough. She comes out into 
the world, carves out a business career 
for herself and just as naturally is 
swept off her feet by the first present- 
able male that crosses her path.

The sorrowing mother gives 
up her career and decides to stay at 
home and bring Up Huggo's little in- 
fant daughter. Probably she has an 
unhappy old age, and spoils the poor 
child outrageously. 

I have said Mr. Hutchinson is not 
first-rate novelist. He lacks bal- 



Georgc F. and his friends is written 
in the vilest American slang, full of 
grammatical errors and the most awful 
vulgarisms. That the novel is vulgar 
no one would venture to deny. But its 
satire is directed against a vulgar type 
that modern Americanism is producing. 
This book is no realistic portrayal of 
the life of the average American: it 
is a caricature of a certain section of 
that life. But it is this section that 
must be fought tooth and nail by 
every means we can, not the least 
powerful of which is the novel . 



ance and evenness and that just sense 
of artistic values that is essential for 
the production of a really good novel, 
but he can be classed as a very enter- 
taining "popular" novelist. There are 
very few dull moments in "This Free 
dom", and contrary to what wc might 
expect from the title, very little 
didactic writing.

This Freedom 

(Uy A. S. M. Hutchison) 

Foi" a good six weeks now red 
lettered posters have been shrieking at 
me from booksellers' windows, "Read 
y This Freedom by the author of 'If 
Winter Comes.' " 1 have succumbed 
to the insidious influence of persistent 
suggestion and I have read "This 
Freedom" not because of my impres- 
sions of "If Winter Comes", but in 
-pitc of them . 

Mr. Hutchinson is not a first-rate 
novelist,— at least not yet, though there 
ire unmistakable signs of unsual talent. 
Uc is not a Galsworthy, a Hugh Wal- 
lole, a George Birmingham or even a 
vV. L. George, but he can write bril- 
iantly with a wealth of hapny phrase 
uid sparkling dialogue, creating char- 
ictcrs that really live, even if only by 
wrtue of their very drabness. Rosalie 
s not drab, of course, Rosalie is (mite 
.-harming, and a real woman with all 
he pretty obstinacy of her sex. Mr. 
Hutchinson's Harry Occlcvc is con- 
•incing loo, although perhaps just a 
liny shade too perfect. There you 
îave the likeable qualities of "This 
freedom" in a nutshell; but what a 
.nonstrous plot . . . The last quarter 
)f the book is well named 'The House 
if Cards'. What a debacle! 

I think Mr. Hutchinson must at 
iomc time or other have become steep- 
id in the traditions of the Greek 
Drama. One feels that the Occleve 
* family must unwittingly have incur- 
red the implacable wrath of some 
rather catty pagan goddess. Rosaline, 
urought up in the cramped atmosphere 



of a mid- Victorian vicarage steeped in 
iubservienoc to the male sex, is sud- 
denly snatched off to the still more 
unhealthy, feline surroundings of a 
suburban boarding-school for the 
daughters ' of professional gentlemen, 
because of the suicide of her sister, 
Anna. By the way I particularly 
wanted to know why Anna committed 
suicide and Mr. Hutchinson wouldn't 
let me . He served me up several pages 
of misplaced lyricism instead. Mr. 
Hutchinson should read Matthew 
Arnold, and learn that there arc times 
when a 'higher seriousness' is prefer- 
able to a swarm of exclamation marks 
and parentheses.

Babbitt 

(By Sinclair Lewis) 
Ever since the phenomenal success 
of Sinclair Lewis's "Main Street", the 
publication of its successor has been 
awaited with keen anticipation. It 
has proved to be a book worth wait- 
ing for. In "Babbitt", Mr. Lewis has 
written a rather bitter satire on the 
solid American citizen, the sound busi- 
ness and stanch family man who is 
usually considered the backbone of so- 
ciety. George F. Babbitt, well known 
realtor, loyal churchman and prominent 
citizen of Zenith, the "Zip City", is 
portrayed with a fulness of detail and 
wealth of description that makes him 
an- absolutely living creation. We all 
know, unfortuncatcly, the type of man. 
He lives in a comfortable house in one 
of the more modern suburbs of the 
city. Every morning he drives down 
in his car to the office where he does 
considerable amount of work, and, 
in Babbitt's case, succeeds in diverting 
a certain proportion of the result of 
someone else's productivity into his 
own pocket by means of a rather shady 
juggling of the real estate market. He 
gives generously to the church, how 
ever, and takes a lively interest in the 
Sunday School, which he runs along 
the sound lines of modern commercial 
efficiency. Furthermore he is 
prominent member of the Boosters' 
Club — a well-drawn caricature of the 
Kiwanis and Rotarians — and a man 
of some standing in the middle class 
commercial life of the city.- 

The action of the plot is confined 
to an account of the common every 
day actions of Mr. Babbitt, and serves 
to present in the most abundant d 
tail a snap-shot of the man and the 
circle in which he lives. Wc sec him 
at home scrapping with his wife, and 
making up -again ; trying \{> settle the 
vociferous disputes of his son and 
daughter, who can quarrel through a 
couple of pages of realistic dialogue as 
to which of them shall have the car 
that night; giving a dinner party to a 
few business associates and neighbors; 
laying down the law on all the ques- 
tions of the day as he discusses the 
morning paper with the family at 
breakfast, and doing a hundred other 
of the simple little trivial things that 
arc woven into the ordinary lives of 
us all. We sec him at the office put- 
ting through a crooked real estate deal, 
and on the great day when he delivers 
an important address to the real estate 
agents of his state, assembled in 
solemn convention. He takes part in 
an election campaign and does his best 
to "boost for respectability and prop 
erty and sound moneyed interest 
against all the Wops and socialists and 
labour men that ought to be in jail 
anyway." Bored at times with the 
emptiness of business and family life, 
he seeks solace in an alarming flirt- 
ation, being saved from any too flag 
rant infidelity by the new love he feels 
for his wife when it becomes neces- 
sary for her to undergo an operation, 
George F. Babbitt is the one out- 
standing character in the book. All the 
rest are merely subsidiary to him and 
serve to throw a fuller light upon 
the principal actor. Sketches though 
the minor characters arc, they arc very 
good sketches: the humdrum, patient, 
rather dowdy wife; Seneca Doanc, 
the socialist; the Rev. Dr. John Den 
nison Drew, M.A.; Ted, Mr. Bab 
bitt's son, a crush-hatted, bell-trouser- 
ed oilly-haired worshipper of Jazz 
and a host of others.

It must be a very discouraging ex- 
istence for the son of a genius; so 
much is expected of him by the world. 
So often, too, the son of a great man 
is such a nonentity. Maurice Rostand, 
Cyrano de Bergerac", has shown, 
however, that there is in him some- 
thing of the lyrical soul of his great 
father. As the vehicle of his expres- 
sion he has chosen lyrical prose. 

The Crystal Coffin, translated into 
English by Alys Eyre Macklin, is an 
interesting human document, and it is 
infortunate that one cannot know how 
much of it is fiction, and how much 
fact . The book is the sustained lyrical 
autobiography of the dreamy son of 
a great man, who falls beneath the 
mental tryranny of his tutor. There 
comes the War. His new-found 
Wihilism and his grief at the as- 
sassination of Jaurès causes him to 
obscure the issue and he becomes 
pacifist. His father dies in his place 
on the battlefield. The son suicides 
The chief interests for the English 
reader are his remarkably accute ob 
servations on intellectual England 
Oxford seems to hold a peculiar fasci 
nation for him. Of her he writes: 

"O home of lost causes, of unrcalis 
able ideals, this morning your lawn 
are as smooth as emerald mirrors. 

"In the shadows your grey colleges 
hide behind the trees. It is now the 
hour of hours when, after morning 
lectures, emerging from the pellucid 
rooms, strong youths, full of Hellenism 
and tea, bathe in the still heat. The 
•hole' University becomes peaceful, 
invaded and penetrated by matutinal 
comnelcnce .. „ It is noon, noon in 
Oxford". 

There arc two kinds of England, 
Maurice Rostand thinks. The Eng- 
land that, "hated Swinburne, drove 
forth Childc Harold, and looked upon 
Tennyson as her greatest poet", and 
the other, "vast, eternal, full of light, 
mistress of poetry, as Germany is 
mistress of music". 

It is a strange thing this book of 
the younger Rostand. 



turn into an English travesty on this 
side of the water. Most French 
comedies won't bear translation, and 
the less said about the result of that 
sort of thing the better. Nobody 
could find the slightest fault with "Un 
Coup dc Telephone" as it stands in the 
original. 

M. Paul Montcil acquitted himself 
very well in the role of Virgile Scrpc- 
lot, a rather unfortunate gentleman 
who through the force of circum- 
stances entirely beyond his control is 
obliged to spend Act II in a rather 
bizzarre costume. Albert Thcrval im- 
presses one as being more of a born 
actor than anyone else in the cast, and 
there is a finished quality to his per- 
formance such as one rarely en- 
counters in the ordinary stock com- 
pany. 

It would be a pity to say anything 
that might disclose the thread of the 
play itself. Besides if you take s 
'rench comedy to pieces there usual 
isn't much left. The life of the 
thing is in the dialogue.

In the grey dawn of seven o'clock yes- 
terday morning the soccer enthusiasts of 
the Congregational and Presbyterian col- 
leges staged a battle royal on the Old 
Campus, but in spite of the* wonderful 
footwork, hcadwork and combination of 
both the teams, neither were able to 
score and when the whistle sounded they 
retired from the field undefeated but de- 
termined that the next struggle would 
have a different talc to tell. Both ag- 
gregations were in splendid condition and 
kept up a pace throughout the game which 
would have done credit to men of the 
senior rugby squad. Seldom indeed, was 
the ball allowed to remain at rest, and 
the variegated uniforms worn by the men 
of the two teams created quite a pictur- 
esque effect as they chased hither and 
thither after the elusive pigskin. It 
was a kicking game from start to finish 
and in this phase of the play the heavy 
booting backs of the P. C. Britton and 
Hall displayed marked superiority over 
their lighter but more versatile opponents 
of the C. C. Bronson, the stellar half 
back ot the Congo team, displayed great 
facility in following the bill wherever 
it happened to go and was in on most 
of the end to end rushes pulled off by 
the swift and dexterous forwards of the 
Congos. The remarkable persistency 
displayed by this man in his pursuit o 
the ball was one of the features of the 
game. "Midget" Sanders, of basketball 
fame, held down the outside wing posi 
tion on the Congo team, and repeatedly 
fooled the P.C. men, who opposed him, 
by a judicious use of his weight, as well 
as by some clever headwork. \ r t might 
be said that the Congo forwara line 
turned in a fine performance, but their 
complete and absolute inability to kick 
the ball with any precision blasted any 
hopes of victory that they may have en- 
tertained before the game. Henry 
Couscns proved himself to be a past mas- 
ter in the art of placing corner kicks 
and scores should have resulted from' 
some of the well timed kicks that he 
dropped in front of the goal from the 
corner position. Clark, centre and cap- 
tain of the P. C. team, displayed some 
fine generalship and uncorked some trick 
plays that almost fooled the Congos 
completely. 

Both teams repeatedly fouled in the 
throw in, and the referee's decision to 
this effect was invariably and vociferous- 
ly contested. In spite of these diffi- 
culties A. C. Cave, the referee, handled 
the game in fine fashion, and held all 
concerned strictly to the rules governing 
this form of sport. It is impossible to 
give a detailed account of the game as 
the ball travelled wtth such lightning-like 
apidity from end to end that it was 
physically impossible for the naked eye to 
follow its gyrations.
